ln an Itidlvlduul ns a iintlon, no amount
or brllllaiiey of mlnd or of atreiigth of
liody will ntotio, Harvard must do moro
than produco Bttldeiilsi yet, nftor nll,
fchb wlll fall Inimeasurubly short of her
duly and her opportunity unleas aho pro-
duees a great nunibor of true stuucnln,
of true Bcholars, Moroovcr, let tho stu-
d.-ntH remember that ln lho long run ln
tho fleld of study Judgment must bo
rendered upon tho ciunntlty of Ih'Kt-olass
work producod ln tho wuy of productlvo
wholurshlp, nnd that no amount of soc
niid-eliiKH work cun atone for fnlluro In
tho college to prddllije tlie flrst-class work,
A courso of study is of little worth If
ll tends lo dcadon Indlvlduiil Inltlativo
nnd crruiip sehnlurs,' so that they pnly
work ln tWe ruts worn deep by many
lirodecoBBOi'H. Ainorlcnn Bcholnrshlp wlll
be. judgcil, not by tho quantlty of rou-
tino Work iiiiiduced l.y routlno workers,
but by the tiinnll amount of flrst-ulasn
loutput of thoso who, ln vvhatever branch,
Htand In the llrst rank. No Ihduslry In
compllatlon and In combination wlll ever
tnku Ihe plaeo of thls flrst-hand orlgl-
nnl work, thls productlvo und creatlve
work, whether in BClohbo, ln art, ln llt-
ornturo. Tho grcatest speclal ftinctlon
of a collcgo, ns dlstlngulshed from Its
goneral ftinctlon of produclng good tltl-
zenshlp, should he ho to shape condltlons
ns to put a premlurn upon the devel-
opment of productlvo Bcholnrshlp, of tho
ereotlvo mlnd. In any form of lntellec¬
tual work. Tho men whoso chlef oon-
cern lles wlth the work of the student
li: study, should bear this fact over
before them. I

College Men in Politics.
So much for what l have lo suy

you puroly as Harvard men. Now,
wor.l whlch appllca to you merely as it
npplles to all college men. to all men ln
thls country who have received tlie bene-
lits of a college educatlon; und what 1
have to say on thls toplo can properly
I.e sald undor the ausplces of your Po¬
litical Club. You hero. when you gradu-
alo wlll tako up many different klnds
of work; but thore i.i one work ln whleh
all of you should tako part slmply as

good Amerlcan citizens, and that Is the
work of Bclf-gbvornriierit. Remember, ln
the llrst place, that to take part ln tlie
work of government does not ln the least
mean of necessity to hold ofllce. lt rneans
io take un Intelllgent. dlslnterested and
practlcal part ln the everyday dutles of
the uveriige citizen, of the citizen who
H not a faddlst or a doctrlnalre, but
who abhors corruptlon and dlsllkes in-
efllclency;'who wlshes lo seo dcecnt gov¬
ernment prevail at home. wlth genulrse
oqunllty of opportunity for nll men so
far ns It can be brought about; and who
wlshes, as far as forelgn matters are
i pneerned. to seo thls natlon treat all
other natlons, great aud small. wlth re-
spect, and If need be, wlth goneroslty,
and at the .same time show herself ablo^
to protect herself by her own mlght from
any wrong at the hands of any outslde
power.
Kach man here should feel that he has

no excuse, as a citizen in a democratic
).-public llke ours, if he falls to do hls
j.art In the government. It is not only
liis rlght to do so, but hls duty; hls
ilutv both to tho natlon and to hlmself.
Kaeh should feel that. if he falls in
thls, he Is not only falling In hls duty
l.ut Is showlng hlmself ln a eontemptible
llght. A man may neglcct hls political
dutles because he Ib too lnzy, too sel-
flsh. too shortslghted, or too tlmld; but
wliatever the reason may he, lt Is cer-

tninly un unworthy reason. and lt sliows
either a woaknoss or worse than a weiok-
ness In Ihe inan's character. Above all,
you college men, rerr.omber that If your
educatlon, the pleaaant llves you lead,
mako you too fustidious, too sensitlve to
lake purt ln the rough hurlyburly of the
actual work of the world, If you be¬
come so overcultlvated, so overreflned
that you cannot do the hard work of
practlcal politics, then you had better
never have been edueated at all. The
weakling and the coward aro out of place
ln a strong and freo communlty.

Forfeits of Fastidiousness.
tn a republlc llke ours the governlng

class is composed of the strong men
who take the trouble to do the work of
government; and if you are too tlmld
or too fastidious or too eareless to do
your port ln thls work. then you forfelt
your rlght to be consldcred ono of tlie
governlng and you become one of the
governed instead.one of the drlven cat-
tlo of tho political arenn. I want you
to feel that It is not merely your rlght
to tako part In politics, not merely your
duty to lho State, but that it ls demanded
l.y your self-respect, unless you are con-
tent to ncknowledgo thnt you are unfit
to govern yourself and have to submit
to the rule of somebody else as a mas¬
ter.und thls Is what It means lf you
tio -not do your own part 'ln govornment.
Llke most other things of value, educa¬

tlon Is good only In so far as It Is used
nrlghi, and If It ls mlsused or 1£ lt causes
tho owner to be so puffed up wlth pride as

to mako him mlsestlmate the rolatlve
values of thlngs, It becomes a harm and
not a beneflt. Thero are few thlngs less
deslrable than the arid cuitlvation, the
learnlng and rellnement whlch lead merely
to that lntellectual concelt whlch makes
a man In a democratic communlty llko
ours hold himself aloof from hls fel-
lows and prldo himself upon the weak-
ness whlch he. mlstnkes for superclllous
streiigtli. Small Is tho use of thoio edu-
cated men who, in nfter llfe, meet no one

but thomselvcs, und gather In parlors to
dlscuss wrong condltlons whlch they do
not undcrstand and to advocato reme¬
dies which have the prlme defect of
belng unwdrkable. Tho Judgment on prac¬
tical affalra, political and social, of edu¬
eated men who keop aloof from the con¬
dltlons of practlcal llfo, Is apt to be
vnliieloss to thoso other mon who do
really wago effectlvo war agalnst tho
forces of baseness and of evll. From
tho political standpoint education is a

barm und not a beneflt to tlie mon whom
it serves as an oxeuso for refuslng to
mlnglo wlth tholr follows and for stand¬
ing aloof from the broad sweep of our
natlonai llfe in a curiously impotont splrlt
of fawlcd suporlority.
Worse Than the Uneducated.
Tho polltlcnt wrongheadodness of such

men is qulto as great aa that of wholly
uneducated men; and no peoplo could

The cducated mnn who seeks to
consolo hlmrelf for his own lack of the
robust qualltles necessary to bring suc-
cess ln American politics by moaning
over the elegenoracy of the tlmes instead
of trying to better them, by ralllng at
tlio men who do tlio aetual work of po¬
litlcal llfo Instead of trying hlmself to
do the work, is a poor creature. and, so
far as hls feeble powers avall, is a dam-
nge and not a help to the country. You
may come far short of tlils dlsagreeable
standard und still be a rather useless
member of society. Your education, your
cultivatlon. will not help you if you
mako the mistake of thlnklng that lt ls
a substltute for Instead of on addltion
to those eiualities which ln the struggle
of llfo brlng success to the ordlnary
man wlthout your ndvantages. Your col¬
lege training <.'onfevs no prlvllego upon
you suve as tested by tbe use you make
of It. lt puts upon you tho obligation
to show yourself better ahle to elo cer¬
taln things than your fellows who have
not had your ndvantages. lt it has
sorved merely to make you belleve that
you are lo he excused from effort ln
nfter life, that you nre to ho excused
from contnet wlth tho aetual world ot
men and events, then tt will prove a
curse nnd not a blesslng. lf. on the
other hand, you treat your education as
a weapon tho moro iu your hands, a
weapon to Ut you to do better in tlie
hard struggle of effort, nnd not as ex-
cuslng you ln nny way from taklng
part ln practlcal fashion in tliat struggle,
then lt will be ii,benefit to you.

Give and Take.
Lot each of you college men remember

iu after llfe that In lho fundnmentols
ho is very much like his fellows who havo
not been to college, and that if he ls
to achlovo results. Instead of conflnlng
hlmsolf excluslvely to dlsparagement of
other men who havo achlevcd them, ho
must manage to como to Bome klnd of
worklng agrcement wltli theso fellow.i of
his. Thero are tlmes, of course, when it
may be tho highest duty of a cltlzen to
stand alono or practlcally alone. But
if tlils is a mnn's normal attitude.If
normally ho is unable to work in cambi-
natlon wlth a conslderable body of hls
fellows.It Is safe to set hlm down as
iinflt for useful servlco ln a democracy.
In popular Kovernment results worth
havlng can only bo nchloved by rnon wbo
comblne worthy ldenls with pructicnl
good senso; who are resolute to nccom-

plish good purposes, but who can uccom-
niodato themselves to tho glve and tako
necessary whero work hns to be dono,
ns almost all Important work must noc-

q83arlly ho dono, hy coniblnatlon. Moro-
oyer, romembor that normally tho prlmo
olijoct of politlcal llfe should bo to
achleve results and not moroly to lssuo
manlfestocs.save, of course, where the
Issunnco of such manlfestoes helps to
achleve the results. It is a vory bad thing
to bo normally callous, for moral callous-
ness is disease. But liiilnminatlon of the
consclence may bo jimt ns unheaUliy so
fnr as tho public ls concernod: anel lf a
uiuii's coiiHclonco ls always telllng hlm to
do something foollsh he will do well to
niistrust its worklngs. The rollglous mnn
who ls most useful Is liot ho whoso solo
caro is to uave hls own soul. but tho
mnn whoso rellgion blds hlm Ktrlvo to
advance decency and ciean llvlns nnd to
mako the world a bottor plnco for hls
fellows to live ln; and all tlils is just us
truo of thc ordlnary cltlzen In tho por-
formanco of tho ordlnary dutlca of po-
lltloal llfo.

Work in the Philippines,
Dming the last fow years much good

Iihh boen done lo tho peoplo of the Phll¬
lpplnes; but tlils hna been dono, not by
thoso who merely Indulgod In tho pei-
sonal luxury of atlvoeatlng for tho Islands
a doctrhmlre llborty whlcli wotihl havo
niennt thelr imtiiodlnto nnd Invtrlovablo
rtiln, but by thoso who havfl I'aoed facts
us thoy iietunlly wore, remomboiing lho
provorb llint teaches us tliat in tlie long
run even lho most uneomfoi'tiiblo truth
ls a sufor eompanlni) thnn the pleasant-
cst fhlseliobd. It is theso men, tlio mou
who wltli shortconilngs and stiunliiiiigs
yet did tho duty of lho nioment, though
thnt duty waa hard and often dlsagreo-
nblo, and not tho mon wbo confined thein-

FORT NORFOLK, HISTORIC DEFENCES ON ELIZABETH RLVER
RICH IN INTERESTyDATING FROM COLONIAL TIMES

NOHFOOC. VA., February 21..Visi¬
tors to tlie Jamestown Exposition dur¬
ing the coming summer and autumn
wlll notico upon the left bank of tho
Ellzabeth Rlver, as they enler the har¬
bor of Norfolk, a grass-grown fort,
whoso green ramparts stand out in
hold and pleaslng relief ln contrnst
wlth the blue waters of tho rlver, and
the brlck and frame structures of tho
background. No frownlng guns point
tbelr menaclng muzzles toward tho
vlsltor, and no glltterlng rilles gleum
behlnd tho broastworks, yet Fort Nor¬
folk has a most Interostlng hlstory,
und the 'timo was when thero woro
plonty o,f guns nnd men, too, behlnd
thoso walls, now so pcaceful nnd
sorene.
As far back as Colonffcl tlmes, most

llkely during tho relgn of tho ro-
nowned Spottswood, Governor of tho

hlgh-soundlng a naturo, who havo done
real good to tho islands. Theso aro tlie
men who have brought justlco ns between
man and man; who nre building roads;
who huve Introduced schools; who,'grail-
Tially,' wlth p.itlonco nnd lirmness, nro
roiilly fitting tho Islumlers for self-gov-
eruniont.
So lt is wlth the great questlons whlch

group tliomselvos round tlie control of
corporntlons In tho Intcrest of tho public.

States' Rights Revival.
Tlioro hns beon a curlous revival of lho

uoeti'ine of Stato rlghta In connoctlon wlth
theso o,uostlons, by tho pooplo who know
thnt the Sttu'es cuiinot wlth justlco to
both sldes practlcally control the cor-
pomtJouH, nnd who tlioroforo iidvoento
fiiich control because they do not von-
turo to oxpress their real wlsh, whlch Is
that thore shall bo no control at ull.
Honest nnd falr doallng ruilwuy corpo-
ratlons wlll Kiiln und not losp hy ade-
quato Federal control. Hut thore who
lnvoko tho dcietrlne of Stato rights to
proti.-ct Stato corporation creatlons In
piedutory uctivltlos extemled tluougll
other Stutos nro as shorl-slrhted as Ihoso
who onco Invokod the samo doetrlno
to iirotoct tho speclal, slaveholdlng In¬
terest, Tlio States liavo shown that they
havo not tho ublllty tu ourh tho iiowor
of Hyudlcated wealth, and, tlioroforo, in
thr- interost of lho peoplo, It must bo
dono by nulloimt actlon. Our presont
warfaro is agalnst ^speclal prlvllogo. The
inen-many of thoin, 1 am sorry to suy.

The nenellt 'Wlileli the Chlldren of
the United Stntcs Hnvo Recelved

From Pe-ru-nn Can Never He

After tho battle between the Monlt'p'r
nnd Merrlmac, tho Unlon forces under
General AVool entored tho hnrbor of

ono of them lll't n llnger to remedy tho
wrongs that exlsl. So lt Is ln every
Hold of public nctivlty. States' rights
should bo presorvod when they inean tho
pooplo's rlglits, hut not whon they menu
tho poople'B wrongs; not, l'or lnstnnco,
whon thoy ar.e Invoked to provont tho
aholitlou of chlld labor, or to break tho
force ol' tlio laws whleh prohthit tho Im-
portiitiuu of contract labor to tlils coun¬
try; in short, not when thoy stand for
wrong or oppresslon of any kiud or l'or
national weiikness or Impoteuco at homo
or abroad. lt ls to tho mon who work
iu practlcal fashion wlth their fejlowa,
nnd not to thoso who, whather hoeauso
they aro Inipructieal or liicapable, enn-.
liot thutf work, thnt wo i.wo what success
wo havo had In deullug wlth overy prob¬
lem whlch wo huve either solvod or

slarteil un tho pnth of solutlou during tlio
last dcrtidu.,
